Three  member*  voted  against  the 
motion. 

The  reasons  advanced  for  the 
rejection  were  that  the  proposed 
la-crnt-per-hour  wage  Increase  was 
insufficient  lo  meet  the  soaring 
cost  of  living  that  the  proposed 
44-hour  week  was  no  concession  on 
the  part  of  the  operator*  imuiintirh 
as  it  hiut  been  gained  by  labor 
through  Government  legislation,  and 
that  the  propped  "voluntary  and 
revocable  check-off  without  a 
union  shop  was  a "farce'  and  did 
not  provide  Job  security. 

Inclusion  in  the  194f.  agreement  of 
the  no -strike  clause  os  contained  In 
the  1945  agreement  waft  absolutely 
unacceptable  lu  Un-  membership,  be- 
cause under  It  the  union  loses  Ihe 
[only  nu-ans  through  which  It  can 
eftccUvelv  police  the  agreement  and 
live  up  to  It.  On  the  other  hand. 
It  gives  the  employers  a lever  lo 
provoke  strike*  and  thus  endanger 
the  very  existence  of  ihe  union.

We  bavt  not  heard  ol  j Society  for  the 
Prevention  ol  Cruelty  to  Taxpayers,  but 
obviously  there  should  be  one.  If  the  Do- 
minion accepted  it  as  a fact  that  married 
couples  should  be  permitted  ro  earn  up  to 
$L000  tax-free  in  the  palmy  prewar  days 
ol  the  last  decjde,  by  what  brand  of  reason- 
ing can  it  be  argued  that  their  need  is  less 
today'  Similarly,  if  the  single  individual 
was  permitted  up  to  $ 1 ,500  per  annum  with- 
out impost,  can  it  seriously  be  said  today 
that  his.  or  her  obligations  arc  any  the  less' 

I he  same  12.000.000  people  in  Canada 
have  to  tarry  it  all.  and  they  should  be  al- 
lowed something  in  their  pockets  with  which 
to  carry  the  burden  at  all.  I he  war  is  over, 
and  it  is  time  that  taxation  at  excessive  war 
rates  ended.  T here  will  be  no  real  recovery 
in  this  land  until  that  is  brought  about. 

In  a sens*,  of  course,  there  is  a Society  for 
the  Prevention  of  Crucify  to  Taxpayers.  It 
is  sitting  now  at  Ottawa  in  the  place  where 
Parliament  meets.  It  has  not  been  active, 
however,  in  the  prevention  of  cruelty  to  rax- 
payers  Indeed  during  the  war  it  war  nearly 
voiceless  and  all  but  impotent.  It  was  in 
that  period  that  the  Treasury  began  to  write 
its  own  tax  laws,  without  much  reference  to 
Parliament.  Ry  ' interpretation"  and  dis- 
cretion" the  tax  law's  became  whatever  the 
officials  of  the  Treasury  deemed  they  should 
be  The  obiect  wjs  uniform.  It  was  to 
extract  as  much  money  as  possible  from  the 
taxpayer.  We  thought  recently  that  the 
S P C.  I was  showing  some  signs  ol  awak- 
ening. but  it  was  a very  limited  one.  Hon- 
orable members  provided  that  their  own  taxes 
would  be  the  lighter,  lemng  the  public  go 
hang, 

It  is  high  time  that  tax  levies  got  back 
again  into  Parliament.  Restoration  of  mar- 
ried and  single  exemptions  goes  to  the  root 
of  Canadian  home  life.  There  will  be  small 
progress  in  this  nation  until  home  life  is  re- 
vived and  set  going  again.  We  do  not  say 
that  the  exemptions  should  be  on  the  precise 
prewar  basis,  but  that  they  should  be  obliter- 
ated is  as  unreasonable  as  the  Duchess'  treat- 
ment of  the  pepper-dusted  baby  in  Alice  ' 

Vrtprans’  Home*

In  a report  to  Parliament  on  small  homes 
built  under  the  Veterans  Land  Act  in  1 043 
and  subsequently,  Hon.  Ian  Mackenzie.  Min- 
ister of  Veterans'  Affairs,  takes  credit  to  the 
Dominion  for  writing  off  $1,000,000  in 
excess  costs  on  contracts  totaling  $15,000.- 
000.  T hat  is  an  euphony  lor  the  facts, 
which  w'ere  that  in  approximately  7 per  cent 
of  rhe  total  contracts  the  "permissible  lim- 
its were  exceeded.  It  would  not  do.  of 
course,  for  the  department  to  admit  that  its 
estimate  of  the  costs  was  too  low.  and  that 
in  a number  of  instances  it  had  to  be  ex- 
ceeded if  the  veterans  were  to  have  homes 
at  all. 

That,  wc  suggest,  is  not  the  only  writing 
off  that  will  have  to  be  done  in  the  course 
of  the  next  few'  years  Veterans  who  arc 
contracting  to  pay  $5,000  or  $6,000  and 
up  for  ordinary  small  homes  on  the  out- 
skirts of  cities  and  towns"  will  find  that 
the  turn  of  the  years  will  reduce  the  value 
of  those  holdings  very  considerably.  The 
inflated,  wartime  dollar  is  giving  actually 
about  50  cents  worth  of  lasting  house  con- 
struction. It  is  giving  that  result  with  sparse 
and  often  skimped  materials,  in  a form  of 
construction  one  degree  better  than  tempo- 
rary. Dollar  values  fluctuate.  Is  the  vet- 
eran to  stand  committed  to  abnormally 
high  costs  w lien  rhe  ( anadian  dollar  has 
shrunk  from  its  current  inflation.’ 

Frankly,  we  do  not  think  that  the  vet- 
erans either  will  or  should  be  left  to  carry 
that  load  Mr  Mackenzie  may  make  his 
mind  up  to  it  now  that  the  Dominion  will 
has’c  some  more  writing  off  to  do  The 
history  of  such  contracts  under  far  less  ag- 
gravated conditions  in  I** 1 9 to  1^29.  bears 
witness  to  that  It  is  true  enough  that  the 
Dominion  has  waived  its  permissible  limit" 
to  satisfy  the  veterans  so  that  in  the  end 
homes  normally  worth  $5,000  may*  be  con- 
structed for  perhaps  $6,000  Rut  no  one  will 
grow  rich  in  that  situation.  One  day  the 
vetejans  will  have  a case,  and  a tust  case, 
against  the  Dominion  Inflation  cannot  be 
assessed  against  them  tlie  victims  ol  the  cir- 
cumstances 

Tokio  TriwU 

Dimmed  in  momentary  interest  by  the 
domestic  industrial  crises  which  afflict  this 
continent  and  hold  immediate  attention,  the 
trial  which  opened  this  week  in  Tokio.  al- 
lied to  that  taking  place  at  Nuernberg  is. 
nevertheless,  of  profound  importance  ro  the 
future  of  civilization  For  the  first  time  in 
historr,  as  the  chief  Allied  prosecutor  stated 
in  hir^opening  charge  yesterday  military  tn 
bunals  are  being  asked  by  civilized  nations 
to  recognize  that  aggression  u and  has  been 
. criminal. 

Ir  is  this  aspect  of  the  trial*  of  Nazi  and 
\ Japanese  war  leaders  that  holds  a portent  for 

lfct\ 


the  future,  one  that  may  deter  other  possible 
aggressors  from  precipitate  action  A new 
international  precedent  has  been  established, 
based  on  the  major  premise  that  a war  of 
aggression  is  a c rim.  against  international  law 
The  day  when  leaders  could  with  assurance 
of  personal  immunity  bunch  nations  on  mili- 
tant ventures  for  self  and  national  aggrand- 
izement is  over.  Retribution  awaits  not  only 
those  who  in  the  course  of  war  may  he  guilty 
of  atrocity,  but  also  those  whose  actions  in 
the  first  place  give  rise  to  any  such  gruesome 
eventualities. 

This  premise  is  the  logical  outcome  of  the 


long  series  < 
step  by  halting  step  culminated  it»  the  realiza- 
tion that  humanitv  is  far  more  important 
than  power  or  empire  As  has  been  stated 
before  in  these  columns,  these  trials  are  the 
symbol  of  a moral  development  which  the 
Axis  leaders  were  doing  their  best  to  destroy. 

It  is  the  establishment  of  this  precedent 
of  international  law  that  is  important  to 
mankind.  Henceforth  no  one  may  be  exempt 
from  being  hailed  before  the  bar  of  world 
justice  in  accountability  for  warlike  actions 
that  bring  misery  and  tyranny  to  other  peo- 
ples. In  that  fact,  now  being  put  beyond 
doubt  in  the  two  greatest  trials  of  modern 
history,  may  he  a large  measure  of  security 
against  armed  aggression.  The  world  is 
speaking  its  mind.

Mr  George  Cruickshank.  Liberal  Member 
ol  Parliament  for  the  Fraser  Valley  constitu- 
ency. has  suggested  that  the  Government  send 
rhe  House  of  Commons'  two  Victoria  Cross 
winners  to  London  bv  air  to  take  part  in 
Saturdays  great  Lmpire  Victory  Parade. 
The  two  V C.'s  are  deskmates  w-ho  sit  on 
the  Official  Opposition  side.  Progressive  Con- 
servative Members  Maj  -Gen.  Ci.  R.  Pcarkcs 
and  Lieut, -Col.  C.  C,  Merritt.  Acting  Prime 
Minister  J.  L Ilsley  promised  to  take  ^iote 
of  the  suggestion,  and  the  House  as  a whole 
thumped  its  approval. 

It  woulS  be  not  only  a gracious  gesture 
on  the  part  of  the  Government  to  send  these 
two  distinguished  Members  to  represent  the 
Canadian  House  of  Commons  at  the  Victory 
celebrations  in  London,  but  also  a very  fitting 
one  Few  legislatures  can  count  among  their 
members  two  holders  of  the  Empire's  most 
coveted  distinction  A special  service  con- 
tingent will  represent  this  country's  armed 
forces.  Prime  Minister  King  is  now  in  Lon- 
don and  w ill  be  present  as  head  of  the  Cana- 
dian Government,  and  it  would  add  to  the 
felicity  of  the  occasion  if  these  two  soldier 
Members  attended  as  representatives  of  Can- 
ada s senior  legislature 

Victoria  Cross  winners  from  all  over  the 
Empire  will  be  prominent  during  the  London 
ceremonies,  some  of  them  being  included 
among  service  contingents  which  have  ar- 
rived recently  in  the  Empire  capital  T lie 
addition  of  two  Canadian  VC  winners, 
symbolical  of  the  two  world  wars  which 
this  Victory  Parade  in  essence  recalls  would 
be  a happy  circumstance 

Wc  hope  that  the  Government  will  ap- 
prove the  suggestion  of  Mr  Cruickshank.

LONDON.  June  4—  (By  Cable 
Tlie  first  flying  boat  should  be  ready 
by  tlie  middle  of  l®48  and  the  other 
two  by  the  end  of  that  year. 

The  loaded  weight  of  this  type  of 
boat  will  be  225,000  pound*  or  100 
English  tons  «an  English  ton  Is 
2.240  pounds  > , The  present  plan  is 
to  fly  at  35.000  feet  or  10  000  feet 
higher  than  the  level  generally 
contemplated  for  passenger  air- 
craft. 

If  this  plan  u realized  the  big  fly- 
ing boat  will  cruLir  at  mbre  than 
350  mile*  an  hour  It  will  carry  100 
passenger*  and  with  *o tne  modtftra 
tlon  of  the  payload  be  able  to  fly 
non-stop  between  England  and  New 
York.  It  Is  expected  to  give  s con- 
vincing demonstration  of  combining 
carrying  capacity  and  performance,  i 

Performance  largely  depends  on 
the  ability  to  fly  high  where  the 
air  tt  thin  and  the  drag  consequent-  I 
ly  low.  Full  success,  therefore,  rest* 
on  the  ability  to  supercharge  the 
cabin  for  passenger-carrying  at 
35.000  feet.
